JUDGES SNOWED UNDER 


Government Has Lost Most 
Actions Before They 
Come to Trial

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—Deplorable 
conditions in the federal cou rts of the 
United States, du e to congestion of 
prohibition cases, and other classes 
of civil and criminal bu siness, were 
described by attorney general Dau gh­ 
erty today before the senate ju diciary 
committee. Tlief attorney general ask ­ 
ed that congress enact legislation pro­ 
viding for 18 district ju dges at large, 
to be assigned to the more crowded 
districts to clear u p the jam of litiga­ 
tion. 
The attorney general said that the* 
cou rt dock ets all over the cou ntry 
were loaded down with cases await­ 
ing trial, many of them being govern­ 
ment's cases already lost throu gh, the 
disappearance of material witnesses 
or the removal of others. 
Dau gherty said that 142,400 cases, 
both civil and criminal, are pending 
in the federal cou rts 
of the 
United 
States. Criminal cases pending nu m­ 
ber abou t 50,000 a large percentage of 
them being cases growing ou t of vio­ 
lations of the Volstead Act. 
Civil 
cases nu mbering above 60,000 are also 
recorded as awaiting 
trial. 
Other 
large grou ps of cases on the dock et*; 
still pending inclu de violations of war 
time laws, and the tax, revenu e and 
bank ru ptcy laws. 
New York and Chicago were cited as 
points where the accu mu lated litiga­ 
tion is most seriou s. 
In New York , 
there are more 
than 
20,000 
cases 
pending and abou t one fou rth of them 
are dry law violations. 
In practically all of the large cities, 
inclu ding 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, 
Pittsbu rgh, Bu ffalo, St. Lou is, Cleve­ 
land, Cincinnati, Atlanta, New Orleans, 
and Indianapolis, there is a particu l­ 
arly big cru sh of litigation, which has 
piled u p in su ch volu me that Ju dges 
are 
hopelessly 
handicapped.

many of these and other cities, cases 
in the criminal

have

pending for two years or more.

little man who controls the destinies 
of the Yanks, is no more boastful than 
McGraw. "It will bo largely a question 
of pitching” he says. “ I don’t agree 
with those who say the Giants have 
It on us in the box where do you get 
that stuff about Mays Iveing our only 
pitcher? Have you followed the work 
o f Hoyt in his last ten games and 
what about Shawkey and Harper.
